UNITED PARLIAMENT. 


HOUSE OF LORDS. 
Monday, February 7. 
STATE OF THE NAVY, a 

Lord Darnrey presented a petition from John Berridge, praying thet 
the House would cause a full inquiry into the state of the Navy.—The 
Noble Lord said, that, from inquiries he had institated, be was able jo 
contradict the reports in circulation of the bad state of several of the ships 
of war. 

Lord Metvitie declared that, beyond the usual decay, there was no 
truth in the report. The petitioner said he had discovered a nostrum for 
curing the dry rot; but the dry rot did not exist to any extent; and if 
they were.to take any period of history, taking into consideration the 
number of ships, and compare it with the present, they would select the 
latter as that period in which the greater number of ships were to be found 
in a sound state, and likely to last long. During the war, in consequence 
of the scarcity of timber, ships were occasionally built of timber liable to 
decay faster than that of which ships were built in ordinary times. But 
the Navy Board now guarded against the use of that sort of timber. Many 
propositions had been made for preventing a too rapid decay, but he set vo | 
value on any nostram. The only effectual remedy, he conceived, was to 
use good and well seasoned oak. The navy was now in a better state 
than it had been at any former period. 

Wednesday, February 23. 
MABERLY AND CO. APPELLANTS, THE BANK OF SCOTLAND, 
RESPONDENTS. 

Maberly and Co. the appellants, received, through their agent a 
Aberdeen, a parcel of notes of the Bank of Scotland. These they trans- 
mitted in halves by a coach to the Bauk of Scotland, in Edinburgh, for 
payment. The coach was either robbed, or some accident occurred, 
which prevented the first halves from ever arriving at their destination. 
The second halves, however, arrived safe, but the Bank of Scotland refused 
payment, though they were offered a guarantee against loss, as they did 
not receive the whole notes. Maberly and Co brought their action in the 
Scotch Courts of Session, but were defeated. They appealed, and 

Lord GirrorD to-day delivered his judgment, reversing the decree 
obtained in Scotland, and thus deciding that the Bank of Scotland wer 
bound to pay the value of the notes. 

. Thursday, Feb. 24. 
SPRING-GuUNS, &e. 

Lord Surri1exp brought in a bill to prohibit the use of Spring-guns, o 
other instruments of Death, for the purpose of preserving game, ke. 
His Lordship contended, that no individual should have the power w 
punish an offence with death, for which the law inflicted a more lenient 
punishment, and that innocent persons, more frequently than poachers, 
fell victims to these deadly instruments.—The bill was read, and ordered 
for a second reading this day week. 

CATHOLIC CLAIMS. 

Lord Donounmore presented a petition from Ireland, signed by on 
hundred ‘thousand persons (among whom were the most eminent indi- 
viduals in the Catholic Body, for rank, talents, and wealth)—praying 
that the House would take the grievances of the Irish Catholics into it 
serious consideration. His Lordship, after making various observation 
upon the justice and policy of granting the claims of seven millions d 
aggrieved fellow-subjects, moved that the petition be read, intimating 





before he should propose a day for its consideration.—The petition # 
read and laid on the table. ’ 
Lord Lanspown presented another petition, having the same objec 
signed by a number of Protestants in Ireland; among whom were i 
Duke of Leinster, the Earl of Meath, the Marquisses of Westmeuth sx 
Downshire, the Earls of Limeric and Charlemont, Lords Glengl, 
Riversdale, Forbes, and many other Noblemen and Gentlemen, bauken, 
merchants, &c.—in a word, great landed proprietors, wealthy capitalists 
and opulent merchants—men intimately connected with all the grt 
interests of Ireland, who had signed the petition after due deli 
and who all believed that to admit their Catholic brethren to an eq 
share of the benefits of the Constitution, would advance the prospem 
and add tothe security of the country.—Read and Jaid on the table. —

In a Committe of Supply, Sir G. Creax brought 
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ear was 460,000/. This year about 540,000. would be necessary. On’ 
he balf-pay, pensions, and superannuations, there was a reduction.

Mr. Home said, that he could not see the necessity of so large an ex- 
nse. In 1817, the estimate was 5,242,000/. but this year it reached 
980,000/. The system of keeping up half-pay and allowances on-so 
xtensive a scale was decidedly bad. Why did not Ministers bring back 
the service persons who were on half-pay when vacancies occurred ; 
ut promotions were now nearly as great as ever. The naval force now 
pt up was mach too large, and not less thana million a-year was ex- 
uded in building new ships, though we had already 500 ships of war ; a 
eater naval foree than that possessed by all the rest of the world. The 
ry rot, althongh the Hon. Comptroller smiled, was doing a deal of mischief 
mong the new ships; and it would be far better to keep the old in good 
pair, than to goon building new ones, for, owing to the invention of 
eam navigation, a war, come when it might, would be conducted in a 
ery differeut way from what it had been, and the new ships might not be 
anted at all, The costly works at Sheerness he deemed altogether un- 
cessary; and he protested against such a useless and extravagant ex- 
nditure. 
Mr. Rosertson contended that the Hon. Member’s views were quite 
roneous ; and he trusted that Ministers would not shrink from their 
uty, bat would extend the navy as much as possible, not @nly to repel 
he aggression of foreign powers, but to protect the immense commerce of 
preat Britain. (Hear. ) 
This and various other sums were then voted. Some observations having 
en made respecting the discharged shipwrights, Mr. Home said, he was 
brry to add to what had fallen from the President of the Board of Trade, 
bat the conduct of the workmen in all parts of the country, since the 
peal of the Combination of Laws, which he had laboured so much to 
cure, had been highly blameable. (Hear.) They had attempted to 
ipoxe upon their masters regulations far more arbitrary and degrading 
han those which they had themselves so much complained of. He hoped 
he recent successes of the masters who had withstood these attempts, 
ould teach the workmen, that this ungracious and impolitic conduct of 
heirs would drive their best friends, in and out of that house, to wish for 
he re-enactment of the old laws, (Hear.) 


CATHOLIC ASSOCIATION—UNLAWFUL SOCIETIES’ BILL, 
On the motion for the second reading of this bill, Lord Nugent com- 
tated on the different opinions which prevailed among the supporters of 
\s measure, some of whom maintained that the Catholic Association did 
present the rah: and wishes of Ireland, while others as resolutely 
erted that it did not; and yet, though so directly and strangely op- 
bsed to each other, they all voted for the bill! Ireland, some of them 
erred, was in a state of disturbance—while others insisted that it was in 
more dangerous condition—namely, in perfect repose! What good 
ult could be expected from a measure which its supporters contended 
oa such contradictory grounds ? There was no evidence adduced in 
pport of it; and ifthere even had been, the measure was extremely bad, 
it would be quite inefficient for any other end than that of irritation. 
ven Ministers had no reliance on the operation of the bill, which was one 
nth of threat and intreaty: . The language which had been made use of

tion. The right of free discussion was the only plank which was left to 
the despairing Catholics; and to that they would cling to the last moment. 
( Hear, hear !) 

Sir E Knatcasvutrts gave his hearty support to the bill. 

Mr. M. Firze@sracp maintained that the danger was not in the Catholic 
Association, but in the long postponement of justice to the Catholics, 
solemnly promised to them by Mr. Pitt at the Union. The bill would not 
remove the danger, but only drive it to other modes of expression. Until 
the system was changed, the growing strength of Ireland must be deemed 
a curse, nota blessing. (Hear, hear!) Ajl classes in Ireland were now 
united in demanding their just claims; and if a people were insulted and 
degraded, and rendered desperate, it was not surprising that their direction 
should fall into the hands of the boldest and ablest men amongst them. 
( Hear, hear ! )—The increasing religious zeal evinced on the Continent was 
to be observed with. jealousy. The Court of France would be forward 
enough to assist in reviving the ancient Church influence over the mass of 
the people. If the Catholic faith was to be denounced in England ; if 
the Catholics of Ireland were to be shut out for ever; if they could only 
be admitted to their rights by ceasing to be Catholics, was there nothing 
to be apprehended from the inflammatory paragraphs with which the 
papers of the continent were filled, characterising England peculiarly as 
the country of intolerance, and telling her to look at Ireland, when she 
talked of having given liberty to the world? The ultra newspapers of 
France spoke out— England dares not go to war, for Ireland isa maga- 
zine of gunpowder, which asingle spark would explode upon her bands.” 
Was it supposed that these newspapers did not reach, or that they were 
not understood by. the Irish Catholics? After all that this country had 
done to re-establish the throne of the Bourbons, he doubted whether that 
House would not be more ready to tamper with the population of Ireland 
than the government which we had overthrown. He believed'that Na- 
poleon would never have stirred up a religious war; but he was far from 
entertaining the same opinion with respect to the present reigning family. 
In conclusion, the Hon. Member contended, that it was absurd to suppose 
the Catholics would ever cease to prosecute their clainms—knowing, as 
they did, that those claims were viewed as rights by many of the very 
highest authorities in the British empire. The bill would be worse than 
useless, unless accompanied by some measure of practical relief. 

Colonel Frencu was of opinion, that the evils which affected the popa- 
lation of Ireland, lay out of the reach of the Legislature ; all, however, 
had been done, that could be done, in spite of those whose interest lay in 
the continuance of dissention and discontent. 

Mr. Sykes maintained, that the opinion of the great body of the e 





very populous town (Hull) which he had the honour to represent, all 
feeling of illiberality on the score of religion bad in a very great degree 
declined. He remembered a time when those who supported the Catholic 
question were not only unpopular, but were in some personal danger ; but 
now, he not only professed himself favourable to the Catholics of Ireland, 
but declared himself a decided advocate for their claims; and he was 
certain that atthe next election he should not find one enemy on that 
ground. (Cheers.) The fact was, the eyes of the people were now 
opened. They were becoming every day more enlightened, and saw the 
absurdity and injustice of depriving any man of his civil privileges on ac- 
count of his religious opinions. (Hear, hear!) As to the mode in which 
the Catholics should be treated, he would suggest— : 

“ Be to their virtues very kind, 

‘¢ Be to their faults a little blind.” 


But coercion, such as this bill proposed, would be wholly ineffectual. 

Mr.’ Grevrett explained what had fallen from him the other evening. 
He had not, he said, called the Catholic Association ‘a bullying Associa- 
tien,” nor had he pledged himself to support the measure : and now, after 
having read the right honencene ees eman’s bill, he was prepared to 
oppose its second reading. (Hear, hear!) He stated on a former map| 
that it was impossible to expect that 6,000,000 .of Catholics. coul 
submit to 1,000,000 of Protestants, and he added, that if it were in his 
dying hour, he would express his hope that if those six millions were 
so ere they might resist, and that if they did resist they might be 
successful. 
|. Mr. Paruiips denied that the existence of the Association had prevented

COUNTY BOUNDARIES. ‘ 

After some explanations by Mr. F. Parmes, leave was giver him to 
bring in a bill to empower magistrates at quarter sessions to effect ex- 
changes between counties of insulated parcels of land, for the more con- 
venient administration of jastice. The object of the measure, he said, 
was to provide a remedy for the inconvenience and perplexity whieb 
resulted from having certain parcels of land belonging to particular coun- 
ties situated at a considerable distance from those counties. 

TRISH CHURCH RATES. 

Sir Jonw Newvort moved for leave to bring in a bill, amending the 
law with respect to parish vestries in Ireland, and providing for the more 
effectual control, as well as due expenditare, of Irish parochial ‘rates. 
Sir Jobo enumerated various instances of abuse in the application of 
monies raised by the vestries, such as the Parish expenditure for Sacra- 
mental Wine, the increase of unnecessary salaries, &c. His intention 
was, that where véestries were held for building or repairing churches, or 
for choosing parish officers, they should not have power to ge into any 
other matter; and that, at all vestries held for purposes of a general 
description, Catholics as well as Protestants should be entitled to assist. 

Mr. Govurnvrn said that the Established Church must be maintained 
im Ireland ; and maintained, asto all expenses that were necessary, by 
the population ; but, as far as the correction of abuse could go, if abuse 
existed, the present measure should have his best assistance —Leave was 
then given to bring in the bill. 

TRISH LAW OF LANDLORD AND TENANT. 

Sir Henay Paanevt rose to bring in a bill to amend the present state of 
the law between landlord and tenant in Ireland. He agreed entirely in 
all that had been urged against the practice of subdividing farms. This 
practice had a direct tendency to increase the mass of population, and 
therefore to deteriorate its condition. The value of labour in Iretand 
was already far too low. It was scarcely possible for the agricultural 
labourer to sustain himself ut less than Is. a day; but the present value 
of his work scarcely amoanted to 4d. The population of Ireland bad 
increased in a greater proportion than her capital; and one of the difficul- 

.ties of her present situation was, that of finding employment for this 
Increased population. The great difference between the situation of 
Ireland and that of other countries was, that the farmers who possessed 
large or even small portions of land, were in the habit of bequeathing 
thea in subdivisions amongst their children. This was one cause of early 
marriages, and that, connected with their liviog on potatoes, rendered the 
population of Ireland the most numerous (for its size) as well as the most 
wretched of any in Europe. He coucluded by moving for leave to bring 
in a bill. —Leave given. 
: JUSTICES OF THE PEACE IN IRELAND. 

Sir H. Parwect rose to submit another motion, for leave to bring in a 
bill to regulate the office of Justice of Peace in Ireland. He thought that 
some measure was necessary to follow up the excellent regulations re- 
specting the magistrates introduced by the Marquis Wellesley. One of 
the greatevils which that Noble Lord had tried to remedy was, that of 

magistrates acting in their private houses, instead of holding courts of 
petty sessions—a practice from which the most injarious consequences 
had proceeded. lodependently of this, he thought it necessary that the 
nuwber of magistrates should be restricted, so as to get rid of many at 
present ia the commission who were anfit for that situation.

Mr-Home moved for returns of all the promotions which had taken place 
in the navy, from 1824 to 1825; of the number of officers employed and 
on half-pay during the same period, and of the actual number of officers 
from the rank of Admiral to that of Lieutenant inclusive; and aleo fora 
return of the names and rates ofall the ships which had been launched 
since 1815, and the expenses of building and repairing them from that 
period to the present. His object in moving for the last return, was to

PRACTICE OF APOTHECARIES. 

Mr. BroveHram moved for leave to bring in a bill for amending the act 
for regulating the practice of apothecaries in England and.Wales. Under 
the act, an apothecary could neither recover payment of bis bill, nor de- 
fend a qui tam action, without bringing to the Court sme person to prove 
the handwriting of the Warden and Examiner of the Apothecaries’ Com- 
pany to the certificate which was his licence for practising. The Hon. 
Member proposed to amend this by introducing a clause, making the seal 
of the Company evidence in all cases. It happened that men frequently 
came from Scotland and Ireland, to settle in London, who were as well 
qualified.to practise, as those who had been licensed by the Apothecaries’ 
Company... He proposed therefore to extend to persons who had heen 
properly examined by the universities of Dublin, Edinburgh, and Glas- 
gow, the same privileges as were possessed by those who had received 
the certificate of the London Apothecaries. The other Scotch Universities, 
owing to the laxity of their practice with respect to examinations, could 
not at present be included in the bill, consistently with a due regard for 
the public safety. If the sum of 15/. were transmitted to Aberdeen, or 
St. Andrew’s College, the diploma of which it was the price was regu- 


Jarly transmitted by the post. This practice he regretted, hecquse it

He then doubled up its long ears, 
and nailed them down to the table with similar spikes. (Loud cries of 
“ hear” and “ shame.”) He then made a gash down the middle of its 
face, and proceeded to dissect the nerves on one side of it’ First of all, 
he cut out those nerves which belong to the sight, and whilst performing 
that operation, said to the spectators, “* Observe, when I pass my scalpel 
over these nerves, the dog will shut its eyes.” It did so. He then pro- 
ceeded to operate upon those of taste and hearing. After he had finished 
those operations, he put some bitter food on the tongue of the dog, and 
hollowed into his ear. The dog repudiated the food, and was insensible 
to the sound. This butchering surgeon then said, “ | have now finished 
my operations on ongside of this dog’s bead ; as it costsso much money to get 
an animal of this  torpelay I shall reserve the other side till to-morrow. 
If the servant takes care of him for the night, | am of opinion that I shall 
be able to continue my operations upon him to-morrow with quite as much 
satisfaction to us all asl have done to-day; but if not, though he may 
have lost the vivacity he has shown to-day, I shall have the opportunity 
of — him up alive, and showing you the peristaltic motion of the 
heart and viscera.”

ENGRAVINGS. 


Tue loss by illness of Mr. Scort’s rare talents as an Engraver of Ani- 
meals, has been sensibly felt. It would have been more so, but for the 
Sper zeren of Mr.'T. Lanpseen. To these we may now add those 
of Mr. Ravpon, at least if we judge from two prints of a Dog and Cat 
erry and Tom) from capital Portraits by the Academician Warp. 
e have rarely seen any animals where the characteristic marking has 
been more richly given. The ardent eye, and the satin softness of the 
Cat, and the canine shaggy covering, are done to a hair.—Our Mezzo- 
tinto Engravers are evidently emulous of a justly earned approbation ; 
the Mart af.-Bldons by bd oe wigan aracters, such as those of 
Earl of Bidon, r- HH. Dawe; and the Dukes of York Sussex 
by Mr: Lurron and Mr. W. Warp. . ~ ; 
_ Vaews or Suireino.—Mr. Moses has etched 20 of these Views, with 
his admired union of strength and neatness. They. are from his own 
drawings made in the rivers Thames and Medway, in the principal Dock- 
yards, Basins, §c. and from his invariable fidelity of hand and eye, are 
no doubt mI me op as they are beautiful in style, form, and 
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as four works,—the Pirate, Peveril, Fortunes of Nigel, and Quentin 
Durward ;—a fact which confirms the general opinion of the barrenness 
of the later productions of this fertile author im situations of strong 
interest, compared at least with his former unrivalled fictions, With 
regard to the plates in this number, we cannot help feeling the absence 
of the grace and spirit of the American Lestie, which adorned some of 
the previous parts.

There is one plate however from Cooper, which is well able to 
make up for the deficiencies of the other designers, It represents Sir 
Geoffrey Peveril struggling with Bridgenorth, both on horseback, to 
hinder the latter from pursuing the Countess of Derby. The expression 
of the sturdy Puritan is finely contrasted with that of the lofty Cavalier; 
and the action of the horses, carried to the extreme point of muscular 
energy without the slightest violence to nature, is truly admirable. The 
perspective and general effect also are exquisitely managed; and the 
engraver, Mr. Routs, has done justice to his original. In regard to 
engraving, indeed, the execution of the whole number is -very creditable, 

The * Illustrations of Rogers’ Poems’’ are, with the exception of a 
very tasteful vignette in the title-page by H. CorBoutp, engraved by 
Crarves Heats, from designs by Wesratt. These half-dozen plates 
will be very acceptable to the possessors of the poems from which the 
subjects are taken. The passages are happily selected, with reference 
to the powers of the painter, whose talent consequently appears here to 
great advantage, less alloyed than usual with his vicious mannerisms, 
Mr. Westatt has been particularly successful, in this publication, in his 
wemen and children; they are full of grace and delicacy, and by no 
means deficient in natural deportment.

1 not the 
first medallic portrait of Byron, it is the first with any retensions to 
correctness ; and combining as it does beauty and fidelity in a high 
degree, it must secure the patronage of those who prefer the medal, on 
account of its neat form and identical look, to the other modes which 
Fine Art affords of preserviig the choicest specimens of “ the human 
face divine.” 

Izaak Watton anv Cuarntes Corron.—Mr. Avern has executed

COURT OF KING’S BENCH. 
Tuesday, February 22. 
BREACH OF PROMISE OF MARRIAGE—STEADMAN U. MAYOP. 

Mr. Brovesam stated the case. The Defendant had formerly kept 
the Gon Tavern in Thames-street, and the Plaintiff, whose sister was 
married to his brother, bad for years been his bar-maid. After he bad 
been for some time retired from his business, and his wife had died, be 
proposed to wed the plaintiff. On the 16th of September, on the very day 
that he bad told some of the plaintiff's friends that he should certainly 
marry her, be had procured a licence to marry another lady, whom he 
actuelly married a few days after! The defendant could not attack the 
plaintiff’s character; but he found a younger and a richer bride, and 
refused to fulfil bis promises. A ring had been bought, a licence pro- 
cured, a house taken, in which Miss Steadman had been consulted, and 
her taste employed in the choice of the furniture. She did not ask for 
damages on any romantic grounds; she appealed on a plain, practical 
story, to plain, practical men, who would think that though she was more 
than 40, and the defendant 56 years of age, still the loss of an establish- 
ment in life, and a comfortable home, was an injury for which she hada 
right to expect considerable damages. 

After witnesses bad been examined, Mr. Scartett observed, that the 
Jury doubtless perceived how this matterstood. The wife of this paralytic 
geatleman died in February, 1823. The plaintiff then thought it a good 
speculation to minister to his infirmities, and induce him to marry ber.

This was an action for breach of a special agreement. The plaintif 
entrusted a quantity of property into the hands of a friend, for the purpose 
of liquidating his debts. Among the property was @ picture, said to he 
one of Claude’s. This was placed in the hands of the defendant, a0 auc- 
tioneer, at the Auction Mart, with directions not to sel! it without giving a 
week or a fortuight’s notice. The defendant agreed to this proposal. Some 
time after, the picture was said to be sold toa friend of the defendant's, 
but the plaintiff had never received any notice of the sale, nor could be 
obtain the name of the gentleman to whom it was sold. The sum at which 
it was knocked down was 7 guineas, although the picture was worth 50 
or 60 guineas; and the plaintiff brought this action to recover compensa- 
tion. 

After hearing evidence, the Cur Justice said, it was abominable con. 
duct to have sold the picture against the express orders of the plaintiff. 
As to the value, he was not ashamed to confess, that if it had been brought 
into Court, he could not speak to its merits; but he felt no shame on that 
head, when he recollected that in a cause where he had been engaged, two 
eminent artists on the one side said, that a picture was worth.500/. which 
two equally eminent artists on the other side denounced as a “ mere daub.” 

The Jury found a verdict for the plaintiff—Damages, 50 guineas.

THE LANCET.—TYRRELL VU. WAKLY. 

This was an action for an alleged libel in the Lancet. Mr. Tyrrell 
was a surgeon, of St. Thomas’s Hospital. Mr. Wakly had been a pupil 
of the hospital, and was the proprietor of the Lancet. Mr. Abernethy had 
allowed Mr. T. the liberty to publish his Lectures, and upon their appear- 
ance some comments appeared in the Lancet, charging Mr. Tyrrell with 
imbecility, with having published the Lancet’s pages for his own, &c. and 
asserting that they had been deceived in expecting that the merits of his 
heart might have redeemed the errors of his head.—Mr. VavGuan con- 
tended that such comments were malicious and unfounded, and called for 
due reparation —Mr. Broucuam, on the other side, argued that the Lan- 
cet was calculated to disseminate medical knowledge, and correct abnses ; 
that the comments were not malicious, and had been directed not against 
the man but the author. 

Mr. Justice Best said, that when an author sent a work into the world, 
it was subject to criticism. The liberty of the press was the child of a 
free goverement, and he for one would never plack from its wing a single 
feather. But all eriticisms must be fair, and not attribute a corrupt or 
bad motive to the author of any work; that was without the bounds of 
the liberty of the press. The Learued Judge then adverted to particular 
passages, and left it to the Jury to consider whether or not a corrupt mo- 
tive could be attributed to the defendant for the publication in question. 


The Jury consulted for a quarter of an hour, and found a verdict fer the

Look at the situation of the 
unhappy girl, whe had been joined to him by that which ought to be the 
holiest of bonds. She, it was true, could not boast of near relationship 
with nobility; but, sach as she was, he had been able to obtain her affec- 
tions. His rank, his fortune, his title, and his promises, all conjoined to 
dazzle the mind of the unfortunate girl; and imagining that she was to be 
introduced to persons of respectability, she consented to become his wife, 
What then must have been her feelings to find all these gilded hopes 
deceitful—her person and her birth despised by her husband’s relations 
and his friends; and when he, for whom she had subjected herself to 
these complicated miseries, turned his back upon her in less than one short 
month, and left her to pine in misery, wretchedness, and despair?

Arrociovs Morper In Bockincuamsuire.—Anpother foul and bloody 
deed has been committed on the turnpike-road, about 22 miles from Tring, 
and about 34 miles from Aylesbury. The unfortunate victim is a young 
man about 20 years of age, named William Morris, a farming man of re- 
spectable connexions» The supposed perpetrators are John Allen, Thes, 
Collier, and Thomas’ Reeves, all labourers and associates of Morris, who 
were apprehended before their victim was cold, and lodged in Aylesbury 
gaol. An inquest was held on Monday, and after an inquiry which lasted 
seven hours, the Jury returned a verdict of —‘¢ Wilful Murder against 
Allen, Reeves, and Collier." —-On Wednesday, Colonel Browne, the Rev. 
Mr. Ashfield, Rev. Mr. Owen, and the Rev. Mr. Turner, assembled in the 
Magistrates’ Chamber, at Aylesbury, for the examination of the prisoners. 
They are all young men, of rather diminutive stature.—William Reeves 
sworn: On Saturday night, about half-past ten o’clock, | was at Black- 
burn, with the deceased, and after leaving there, we overtook the prisoners 
at Aston-Clinton. Allen, Collier, and my brother, went on towards 
‘Allen’s house, and Il and the deceased followed them. As we proceeded, 
my brother (Thos. Reeves, the prisoner) turned round to me and said, 
“You deserve a good hiding,” and told the deceased he ought to have a 
good hiding too. My brother then went towards his home ; Allen ran 
down the street, and returned in about a minute with the stake now pro- 
duced, in his hand. Hesaid, “ Now, I'll end it.”’ and thea made a plunge 
with the rail at me, but | warded off the blow. Allen then struck the 
deceased a violent blow on the head, which brought him to the ground, 
and at this moment my brother retarned again, and endeavoured to take a 
spade out of my hand, and in the struggle | was knocked down and kicked 
by Collier and my brother, and beat so unwercifally that the bone of my 
right knee was put out; they then left me, and presently Allen and 
Collier came back together, and began again to kick and beat me. | said, 
‘¢ For God’s sake, have mercy on me.”” Collier and Allen then went away, 
and I crawled to the deceased, who was lying on the slope. I felt bis 
body, it being dark ; and on feeling the back part of his head, my fingers 
rushed into a very deep wound. The deceased seemed quite dead, he did 
not move or groan. The men were rather fresh, but certainly not'drunk.— 
George Thorn stated, he heard loud screaming on the night in question. 
He heard Jolin Allen’s wife say, * God bless you, Jobn, don’t strike him 
any more; if you do, you'll certainly kill him.” Witness beard several 
blows given in quick succession. After the blows, he heard Allen suy,
